United States Steel Corporation in 
1901 had put an end to pools and 
ugreements in the industry, was 
made by James Gayley, former vice- 
“president of the corporation, today. 
to the House “Steel Trust” Investi- 
gating Committee. Gayley. in telling 
of conditions existing that 
date, denied that combinations or 


agreements existed in the stee! trade 
today. Although at first opposed to 
the plan, he now thoroughly § ap- 
proved the understanding reached 
between steel manufacturers at con- 
ference dinners inaugurated by Judge 
E. H. Gary, head of the corporation. 

Gayley said that prior to 1901, 
there were agreements by which 
manufacturers were apportioned cer- 
tain shares of the steel business and 
those who failed ito get their allotted 
share were taken care of with a pro- 
portion of the general ‘profits. 

Fines for Violations. 

Questioned by Representative Young 
of Michigan, Gayley declared that for 
‘« long time before 1907 the price of 
rteel rails was practically uniform at 
S68 a ton. Ile reported, fie said, an un- 
derstanding between manufacturers and 
the railroads as to an equitable price.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Effort to 
discover whether noncompetitive zones 
nad been established by the American 
Sugar Refining Co. In an effort to con- 
trol prices, marked the resumption of 
the Sugar Trust Inquiry today. Edwin 
¥. Atkins. acting head of the suyar 
corporation, who became an official of 
the company only two years ago, said 
he was unable to answer from personal 
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The sugar tariff, according to Mr. At- 
kins, enables the Pacific Coast sugar re- 
fineries to make a larger margin ot 
profit than the Eastern refineries. Re- 
rlying to Kepresentative Baker of Cali- 
fornia, JY. Atkins said the price of 
sugar was_the same on the Pacific and 
the Atlantic coasts; but the Pacific 
manufacturers are able to sell as’ far 
east as Chicago, while the Eastern re- 
fineries cannot ship further west than 
Kansas City and Omaha. 

“The reason is that the Paci-ic Coast 
has free raw sugar,’’ said Mr. Atkins. 
“The refineries there get the Hawaiian 
and Philippine sugars, without duty, 
while we have to pay $1.34 duty on each 
100 pounus of Cuban sugar.” 


Prices Should Be Lower. 
“The sugar ought to be lower on the 


Pacific Coast?’’ asked Mr. Baker. 

“Yes,"’ said Mr. Atkins, who added that 
he knew nothing of the conduct of the 
lar Western companies. He did not 
know Mr. Svreckles, he said, nor what 
interest the latter had in various beet 
supar companies of the West. 

“ry have not been able to get any in- 
formation from any of the companies in 
which we’ are largely interested,” said 
Mr. Atkins. “We are minority stock 
holders and they refuse to tell us any-

WASHINGTON, 
‘House of Representatives will 
to accept the Senate amendment putting 
the direct election of United States Sen- 


ators under Federal supervision, is the 
almost unanimous opinion in Congress. 
Conferees from both bodies probably will 
be appointed today. 

The plan to so amend the Constitution 
as to permit of direct election undoubt- 
edly had a decisive setback when Vice- 
President Sherman exercised his prerog- 
ative and cast an affirmative vote for 
the Bristow substitute. This provided 
for Federal\supervision. It is declared 
that even if this proposfton is accepted 
by the House the Southern States will! 
refuse to ratify it. 

After the Bristow substitute had 
been adopted, the bill received more 
than the requisite two-thirds vote. The 
final roll call showed 64 to 24. This ac- 
tion sent the joint resolution back to 
the House for disposal, 

After Senator Bacon temporarily with- 
drew his amendment, a vote was taken 
om the Bristow substitute. The result 
was 44 to 44. Vice-President Sherman 
east the deciding vote. Senator Reed 
ef Missouri protested, but Senator Gal- 
linger said the precedents established 
the right of Sherman to act. 

Clarke Aids Sherman. 

Jointly with Sherman, Senator Clarke 
of Arkansas carries the responsibility of 
bringing about the insertion of the Bris- 
tow proviso. He was the only Demo- 
cratic Senator who voted for it. Clarke 
often votes with the Republicans. 

Only five Republicans voted against 
the Bristow amendment. They were Bo- 
rah of Idaho, Gronna of North Da- 
kota, La Follette of Wisconsin. Works 
of California and Poindexter of Wash- 
ington. 

Of the 64 senators who supported the 
amended proposition, 31 were Democrats 
and 33 Republicans. Of the 24 who bal- 
loted against the resolution as amend- 
ed, 8 were Democrats and 16 were 
Republicans. 

These eight Democrats were: Bacon 
of Georgia, Bankhead of Alabama, 
Fletcher of Florida, Foster of Louisi- 
ana, Johnston of Alabama, Percy of 
Mississippi, Terrell of Georgia and Wil- 
liams of Mississippi. 

All these senators voted nay because 
of the Bristow; amendment. They fear 
its effect may lead to Federal interfer- 
ence with Southern elections. 

Stone and Reed Favorable. 

Senators Stone and Reed voted against 
the Bristow amendment and for the fina] 
resolution. Senators Cullom and Lori- 
mer of Illinois voted for the Bristow 
amendment, but split upon the conclu- 
sive vote, Cullom balloting for and 
Lorimer against election of senators by 
the people. 

It can be figured that Lorimer saved 
the Bristow amendment.

RATES TO BE CUT DOWN 


Tests Show Conversation Feasi- 
ble on Wires Laden With 
Morse Messages. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 13.—Anncuncement 


was made today at the executive 
offices of the Postal Telegraph Co. that 


result of experiments that have just 
been completed between Salt Lake City, 
Utah, and Reno, Nev,, 
Reno and San Francisco, 


and between

graph lines are. to be used for telephone 
messages between those cifies. 

The Postal has put into operation be- 
tween Salt Lake City and San Fran- 
cisco two new lines which cost $2,000,000. 
Thé wires are thicker than a lead pencil 
in- 
stead of 210 and 300 pounds, the stand- 


ard weights heretofore. This new wire 
is eventually to supplant the lighter 
size on all trunk lines of the Postal 
System, and as its mileage is increased 
the Postal’s operation in the telephone 
field is to extend. 

Wires Carry Morse Also. 

When the telephone experiments were 
made the wires were being used for 
the transmission of telegraphic messages 
between Chicago ahd San Francisco. 
Four operators were at work, further- 
more, two in each direction, but at 
the same time men in Salt Lake City 
and in San Francisco were in conversa- 
tion with Reno, “talking through” the 
telegraphic messages. 

The first success of ‘the experiment 
was so complete that officials of the 
company couldn’t help being suspicious 
and they tried again when the wires 
were fairly loaded with a torrent of 
Morse. Voices were carried 400 miles 
over the wires so clearly that doubt 
remained no longer. The perfecting of 
plans for installing telephone service 
immediately was begun. 

A new power plant is being completed 
at Reno. When it comes into use, 
through telephone service over the 800 
miles of wire between Salt Lake and 
San Francisco will be established. In 
the former city local service will be of- 
fered, even before that time, with avrto- 
matic instruments.. This seMwice will be 
rut in along the line to the west and

Coincident with the nuptials Dies de- 
cided to quit public life and left Wash- 


Jington. He rented a bungalow at Mount 


Ranier, a hamlet on the city’s out- 
skirts, and has not been in town since. 
Once a week he sends in for his mail. 

Mrs. Dies continues to draw ‘Miss 
Miller’s’’ salary as his secretary. Be- 
tween them they handle the correspond- 
ence in their bungalow. Dies told a 
friend recently he was tired of public 
life and did not intend to run for re- 
election to Congress. This is his second 
term. He had been a district attorney 
and judge in Texas. 

His father-in-law is a messenger in 
the House postoffice. It developed to- 
day that ‘‘old man Miller,”’ as he 
knowng is the messenger who forwards 
the mail and the pay check to Mount 
Ranier.

“Our purpose is to economize on the 
faboratory work, the machine experts, 
the advertising -and salesmen. Bread- 
taking now is a science, and much ex- 
pert work is necessary in connection 
with it. 

“We explained to Mr. Lehmann that 
we expected to form an actual merger, 
in that each company would surrender 
its stock for stock in a holding com- 

y, but that each company would re- 

n its own officers and directors. 

“He said that such a merger would 
be good, and would not transgress the 
anti-trust law. If the corporation was 
to be as we had represented it, he 
said, it would be all right.

He was educated, he-says in 
the schools of Amsterdam and gradu- 
ated in music from the conservatory 
at Leipsic. He speaks four languages 
—German, French, Dutch and English, 
and each fluently. 

He has never been naturalized, but 
has been in the United States a nuniber 
of years. Since residing in this country 
he has been connected with various 
musical organizations and for a time 
several years ago was leader of a band 
at Carthage. 

About five years ago he married the 
daughter of a ranchman of Deleplein, 
Kan., and has a son 4-years old. His 
wife obtained a divorce when he wa&as 
sent to the penitentairy.

A MISPLACED ARGUMENT 

In view of the record of scandal ir the elec- 
tion of United States Senators by state legisla- 
tures that was a strange bugaboo rigged up by 
Senator McCumber of North Dakota with which 
to boo the people away from the proposal to elect 
Senators by popular vote. .'he Sena‘or saw horri- 
fying possibuities of corruptisn in racine the 
power to elect their Senatcrs in the hands cf the 
people. 

He saw a cost in two popular campaigns, one for 
the nomination anc another for the election, 
which would be prohibitive for all except “mil- 
lonaires and demagogues.” . 

But in many states senatorial elections by the 
ler‘slatures have been prohibitive except to mil- 
lionaires. And the worst of it has been that the 
campaigns of corruption have been successful 
against overwhelming public sentiment. In a pop- 
ular election it is possible for a poor candidate to 
run with a minimum of expenses. It is possible 
to make the large expenditures of money to gain 
an election or a nomination from the people count 
against the money-bag who tries to pay his way 
to the Senate either by purchasing committees or 
newspapers. Rich men who have tried that game 
have been defeated because they tried it, and 
were exposed. It is impossible to conceal an af- 
tempt to purchase an election or a nomination in 
& popular contest. Senator Bourne has an- 
nounced his intention to make a race in Oregon 
for the United States Senate without money ex- 
penditure. It is highly probable that whenever the 
people elect, the moneyless campaign will be pop- 


ular. 


The Senator sees great danger in the purchase 
and control of newspapers by millionaire candi- 
dates, and in the attacks of newspapers on catidi- 
dates who do not conform to their views. 

Ambitious politicians have always bought and 
controlled newspapers for their own purposes. 
There always have been newspapers which have 
attacked men who do not conform to their views, 
sometimes justly, sometimes unfairly. But the 
bought or controlled newspapers and the unfair 
attacks on candidates would be more effective for 
the corruptionist candidate before a legislature 
than before the people. 

Corrupt senatorial deals for legislators’ votes 
are secret. 
man, or between boodle agents and groups of leg- 
islators, usually adepts in the art of arranging 
corrupt schemes and bound to secrecy by the 
strongest personal motives. We have had ample 
illustration of the difficulty of obtaining informa- 
tion about legislative corruption. We have had a 
striking instance in the case of Senator Lorimer.

FACTS ABOUT ST. LOUIS 
YOU OUGHT TO KNOW

The annual death rate of St. Louis is 
15.8 to the thousand people, lower than 
that of either New York, San Francisco, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Washington, New 
Orleans, Cincinnati, Louisville, Memphis 
or Pittsburg. Because of its wholesome 
climatic conditions and its large area, in 
proportion to its population, St. Louis has 
always had a death rate lower than the 
average American city, but in the last ten 
years, the rate has gone down 2 in the 
1000. 

Several things account for this. 

St. Louis has an unusually large number 

_ of people who own their own homes, out- 
ranking even Boston and Philadelphia in 
this respect. St. Louis has also a larger 
percentage of park area, compared with 
its population, than any other city of its 
rank in the country. These healthful con- 
ditions have been growing even better 
yearly. The excellent sewerage system of 
the city keeps perfect pace with the in- 
crease of population. The pure and clear 
water was obtained within the last few 
years, and so were the public playgrounds 
and the city bathhouses. 

Add to these things the effective cam- 
paign against tuberculosis and the other 
diseases whose spread may be prevented 
by official watchfulness, and you have the 
reasons for the remarkable health of 
St. Louis.

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THE NEW STATE CAPITOL. 

Reasons for urging a vote of approval of the 
$3,500,000 bond issue for a new State Capitol are 
ample. Missouri now has the unenviable dig- 
tinction of being the only State without a capi- 
tol. Obviously it must have some kind ofa build- 
ing in which to house its officials, transact its 
business and store its records. | 

Of the two plans proposed the one to be sub- 
mitted to the people on August 1 hes advantages. 
Rejection of this plan would leave the alternate 
one of a $5,000,009 bond issue to be voted on in 
November, 1912. Jt is at least as important to 
save 18 months in time as $1,500,000. The only 
objection to the $5,.90,000 is that $3,500,000 is 
enough. The State has a splendid site. For the 
smaller sum a building adequate in every way 
can be provided. It is a fair assumption that 
every cent of the appropriation will be honestly 
spent. 
For $3,500,000 Missour! can secure a capitol 
building of which it may be properly proud. An 
amount in excess of that sum would be devoted 
to ornate embellishment which is of less conse- 
quence than architectural symmetry. The world’s 
great buildings do not have their greatness meas- 
ured by their cost. Simplicity i- quite as appealing 
as ornateness. A.simple building of proper pro- 
portions would typify the spirit of the State. The 
sum proposed is enough. The bond issue should 
be approved unanimously.

WOMEN’S WAGES. 
From the New York World. 

Twelve dollars a week is fixed by Mrs. 
Raymond Robins, president of the Wom- 
en’s Trade Union League, as the lowest 
wages on which. ‘‘a working woman can 
possibly live in simple comfort.’’ 

This theoretical minimum equals the 
actual maximum weekly earnings of 
women employed in the manufacture of 
boots and shoes in 1898, according to 
the figures prepared by Miss Grace 
Dodge. Their wages ranged from $4.50 
to $12, those of women cotton spinners 
from $3 to $6, of weavers from $3.75 to $8, 
workers in silk mills from $4.50 to $7.50, 
and women in woolen factories 
from $3.00 to $9.00. The average 
wages of women in industrial pur- 
suits in the cities were computed by 
Dr. Carroll D. Wright in 1889 at $5.24 a 
week. 

The compensation of women’s labor 
has since improved. Yet an average of 
$12 a week would obviously mean luxtry 
to recipients of these pitiful returns for 
exhausting toli. But while it might 
provide more than “simple comfort” to 
women workers in factory towns like 
Fall River or in cities where rents are 
low and the general cost of living is 
less than in New York, here it allows 
but a scant margin over the actual 
necessities. 





OFFICIOUS GOVERNORS.

The 
process of constitutional amendment ts 
so unfamiliar that state executives may 
perhaps be pardoned for not realizing 
that they play no role in it. Manv of 
them have unnecessarily approved :ati- 
fication resolutions, but Mr. Donaghey 
cof Arkansas and Mr. Willison of ¥en- 
tucky have been the only ones to at- 
tempt to nullify a legislative action al- 
ready complete without either the as- 
sent or dissent of the executive.

Poor Golf Fanaa Not , 
Bad Links, Responsible ™ 
for Downfall ot Vets 
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General Average of Performance in City Che 
pionship Is, However, Better Than Fornell 
ly, Bonner Miller Shows. 





Have St. Louis sgif players “gone 
back?” Or is it that the condition of 
the Country Club links is responsible 
for the poor showing made this year 
by the very best men in the city in the 
annual championship matches being 
played at the Clayton links? 

Many, among them. Jesse Carleton, 
State that the greens are a mystery 
they have been unable to solve, while 
the sun-baked course. elsewhere fre- 
quently caused the long shots to over- 
ro'l the green.

Natural 
conditions will have to improve, how- 
ever, as with the burning sun Saturday 
morning and the gale Saturday afternoon 
it was almost impossible to make old 
Col. Bogey, 74 at the Country Club, 
feel ill.
